PoKsany eaae man believe that tbo 
promoters of tbe Water Bill ever iu- 
tended it should pass the Couucil ? or 
that, if tboy euooeoded ia foroing it 
through that body, the Govurnor 
would be found willing to affix hia 
Bigiiature to a meaBore that placed a 
grievous burthen of direct tuxatioo up 
on ovory holder of real estate within 
the corporate llmilB ? The very 
wording of the Ordinance indicates 
that it was never deBtined to become 
law. To cause all holders of leal es* 
into within the oily, whether thoy 
used the water or not— for the purpose 
ol defraying the expense of tbo 
works, and meeting tlio interest on the 
debonluros, and foi' tbo purpose of 
forming a sinking fund for the re- 
demption of the Bumo — puy oncohalf of 
one per cent, on the vuluo of their 
land, would be iniquitous, it was pro- 
posed to piiy for the conalruciion of 
tbo workrt by the issue of deboiUures 
to an amount not excoodinfT Sl-S,- 
000, said dol'onlures to boar interest 
at the rate ot nine per cent por an 
num. Tbe control of the afl'uir was 
Tested in the Colonial Govornmoot, 
but the Municipal Council were p( rs 
mitted to collect the rales. This 
clause, in itself, was suffioient to des- 
troy any little prospect ot Buocess the 
bill might otherwise have bad; and 
we are not surprised to learn that the 
OouDcil yesterday in Committee of tbe 
Whole threw the Bill out. Every one 
knows that the water we now get u 
BCaroely fit for use by human beings, 
and the cry for pure water has been 
load and fr<qnent; but the idea has 
never entered tbe minds of ciiizenri 
that tbe cost of bringing it in should 
fall on tbe present goneratioo, or ihat 
every foot of property iu the ei y 
should be held liable for tbo expense. 
What, i« wanted is a Colonial guaran- 
tee of six per cent, to a company en» 
gaging to bring in a bounlilul sopp'y 
of tbe aqueous eiemont; the guarantee 
to be liiuitod to $G,000, and the com- 
pony compelled to soil out at any fniare 
time when the cirouinslnucos ot tbe city 
should wurrunl tbe purchase of their 
works at a valuation. By an arrange- 
ment of this character the bLrthen of 
bringing in the water would rest with 
private individuals, and the burthen of 
mfoiing the pumanteo would be as 
widespread as tbe benefits conferred 
by tbe Act. 



The inicllit^orce of another ship-

they came afhore— that tbe murderers 
might possess themselves of tbe cloth- 
ing and jewelry ihey wore, are start- 
ling evidences of the necessity that 
eiill esiBts— and will continue to exist 
for jears to come — of the presence 
here of a strong Naval foroo, prepar- 
ed to inrnihh tbo fullest protection t<< 
Her Majesty's suljeots in this quarter 
ol the Briush poseeBsions. Scattered 
along our coast for many miles are 
tribes ol Indians to whom a wreck is a 
gods' nd, and who have Iroqiior.tly at- 
tacked bunds of white men peacelully 
pursuing their callings and destroyed 
or robbed ihetn ; and who nothitif/, 
save a wholosonio droud of ilie mon- 
ol-war, deter from making frcquont 
and damagin(< raids upon tbo proper- 
ty of civilizud subjects. Wore the 
Fleet withdrawn, portions of our coast 
would bo rendered uninhubitable. The 
Indiana could iifford to lucgh at any 
force the Loeul Government might send 
against them, and from tiiaiiy o( the out- 
lying dihtri.ts we should have settlors 
desei ting ibeir farms and stock to seek 
shelter in tbe more thickly settled com- 
munities from tbe depredations of tbe 
redskins. Even with the present efficleut 
Naval force on this station, bas anyone 
forgotten the series of shoi king murders 
and outrages wblcb have latbly Mcurrcd 
OD tbe East Coast of this Island ? Were 
tbe number of war- vessels on this Btat^on 
reduced, tbe cumber of outrages would 
become perfectly appalling. We hope 
that tbo strictest inquiry will be mad? 
at once into tlio circumsiiuces aiteudant 
npon ihiii lusi tragedy, and that, should 
it ajipeur that tbe savages have murdered 
the puHBcngera and crew, a puuishriieut 
commcDsuratr vitb their Piimo will be 
visited upon them.

miles Soatb ot Nooika Sound, and not far 
from an lodlan Tillage, She was lying on 
her beaiii-ODdi, the,^ea . making a clean 
sneop over her, the fbremasl alone remaio- 
inj? intact. Some days nllerwarda the 
CaptBiu was enabl-^d to board tho wreck and 
found that she had been laden with lumber, 
which had fljatod off and lay acaitered 
along tho beach, Xhe wreck had been itrip. 
pad ol lha moireable. The decks wore awrp 
of bouses and (tbe Indiaus aiseite'J) 
none of her people, living or' dead, 
had been seen. Tbe; told, however. 
ooDiradiotory stories eoDnccled with the 
wreck, which aroaBed the soBpiciona of Capt. 
CbristianBOn, and apoa dilligent inqairy be 
finally ascertained that two bodies bad float- 
ed ashore from iha wr«ck. One of tboae 
bodies — that of a woman — with long, flowing 
bair, lay on the beach, juat where the lodiaus 
hud drugged it, beyond lbs mark ofbigbwatcr. 
The Qcsb bad nearly disappeared from tbe 
face and body and it was impotsible either 
to recognize tbe remains or diaoem maiks of 
Tiolence ; tbe clothing had been stripped oB 
and carried away by tbe natives, and now, 
perbapp, form part of the apparel of a eqaaw. 
Three rings, taken from tbe fingers of tbe 
woman by the Indians, wore purob'aacd by 
Capt. Chrisliacson, who brought Ihem with 
him to Victoria, together with an accouot- 
book in which was written'the supposed 
name of tbe bark. One of the rings is appa' 
remly a wedding-ring ; tho other two weje 
larger, and ono has the initial-letters " P. 
M" engraved upon it. Thie other body Oapt. 
Ohfistiansan did not see ; bat it was said to 
be even more disfigured than that of 
fifl woman. The name of ^the vessel 
was gone from tbe atern; one n( ii>« 
tbe oativai cUIms^to have seen the bark be- 
fore she oame ashore, trying to beat oil tbo 
coast, and says she struck early in the morn- 
ing. The place where tbi^ wreck lies is a 
dangerous reef which make| oat BOhie' dis - 
tance from ebore. 

Tbe bark is sapposed to have sailed from 
Port Townaend lor a South' American port 
with a cargo of lambisr about the 1st of 
Febrnary last. From appearances she was 
an old v(S3el.
